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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR: MAINTAINING GOOD-HUMORED PERSPECTIVE

“Do not invest more in any luxury, such as an old 
penny, than you feel you can good-humoredly afford 
to lose.” - William Sheldon, in Pennv-Whimsv . 1958. 

Reading these words, the cynic of the ‘90s says. Yeah, right . . . and forks over the requisite 
three, four, or even five figures for an old copper. Yet an element of truth remains in Sheldon’s 
statement. We can deal with only the most highly reputable people; we can learn to grade with the 
best of them; but we still have no guarantee that someone else will want our $5,000 coin at $10,000 
- or even $5,000 - twenty years hence. 

Whatever fine print the “investment boys” currently put in their big display ads ~ and if you 
haven’t noticed, they now read like product liability disclaimers ~ we are conditioned to believe that 
rare coins inevitably rise in value. We are conditioned by exposure to the broadly-rising U.S. coin 
markets of 1978 - 1980, and 1963 - 1966 to believe this. We are also conditioned by pedigree 
tracing, with its parenthetical march in prices realized - Helfenstein to Naftzger to Brown, as 
inevitable as a crisply-turned double play. The problem is, “it ain’t so.” 

Why not? Because the prices at which U.S. coins trade are based far more on demand , 
than on supply. We recognize this immediately with something like an 1893-S Morgan dollar, 
clearly an R1 item. But it holds true for the broad market in U.S. copper, too. Certainly, there are 
the great rarities, the absolute rarities, in the various series. But the “bread and butter” items for 
collectors and dealers alike, are supported at their current price levels by demand . When Sheldon 
wrote in 1949, he arbitrarily defined a “Noncollectible” variety as one with less than three examples 
in collectors’ hands. Think about that. 

Would we, today, consider a coin of which only three were known in private hands to be 
“collectible”? There are nearly five times that many 1804 dollars! But in the large cent variety 
collector market of 1949, three examples of that R8 variety were available to what? ~ perhaps a 
dozen serious variety collectors! That meant each of those collectors had a 1-in-4 chance at getting 
one. By the time EAC was founded, primarily by early date large cent collectors, in 1967, that 
population of serious variety collectors had expanded to near 100. Now, there are over 1500 
members of EAC. I’d venture to say that at least half are early date large cent variety collectors, 
to one degree or another. 

You figure it out: 750 versus 100 versus 12. That exceptional coin of which stNi only three 
are known is now less than a 1-in-100 shot. More practically, where there were a half-dozen R5's 
for each serious collector to choose among in 1 949, there’s now one for each ten collectors to fight 
over. Demand , not supply, is the primary factor driving this market. 

And demand can change, as tastes change, even in a mature market. There are literary 
classics in Greek and Latin which have never exceeded the auction price records they set in the 
1920s, as the last generation of classically-educated old men indulged their dying taste in books. 
The market in early U.S. copper is a long, Iona way from jyhat, as 1500+ dues-paying members of 
this organization will attest. But that membership figure hasn’t changed significantly in the last half- 
dozen years. Think about that, and remember Dr. Sheldon’s words, the next time you prepare to 
plunk down two weeks’ pay for that coin you “have to have.” 
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THE REVERSE DIE STATES OF THE 
1804 B-5, C-7, G-9 SPIKED CHIN HALF CENT

The draped bust half cents, minted from 1800 to 1808, have an abundance of varieties to 
interest the half cent aficionado. Many of these varieties are found with numerous die states. 
Because of its complex reverse die deterioration, the 1804 C-7 spiked chin variety, like its more 
common sister 1804 C-6, is often collected by die state. In a contest for the largest number of 
defined reverse die states, 1 804 C-6 would win first prize, but for a real collecting challenge, look 
no fiarther than the die states of 1804 C-7. 

I have always felt this variety has a lot to offer the half cent collector. Unfortunately, 
specimens tend to be high priced, and nice ones are rarely offered. I was aware that some die 
states were less available than others, and that some die states were available in better grades, 
whereas others were not. As a student of the series, I felt that this information would be 
welcomed by other half cent specialists. In this article, I present my findings on the die states of 
this variety. A number of errors were found in the existing literature. I have attempted to correct 
as many of these as possible. 


Background and Discussion 

Ebenezer Gilbert described this variety in 1916 as “excessively rare— but two specimens 
known”. Only the “perfect” reverse die state was noted. (E. Gilbert, United States Half Cents, 
1916, p.25) 

The outstanding half cent collection of the late F. R. Alvord was sold at public auction in 
1924 by S. H. Chapman. The collection contained two 1804 C-7 varieties (lots 112 and 113), 
representing two different die states. Lot 112, which was plated, was an example of what is now 
known as Breen State I. Lot 113, which was not plated, was an example of the late die state 
Breen State IX. (S. H. Chapman, “Collection of the Late F. R. Alvord,” June 9, 1924, p.l2) 

An article appeared in Penny-Wise in 1975 by Thomas Katman illustrating and describing 
six reverse die states. However, only five of these states are relevant (Katman State 2 is a less 
accurate description of State 3). (Thomas S. Katman, “The Die States of the 1804 Gilbert-9 
Spiked Chin Half Cent,” Penny-Wise, Volume IX, July 15, 1975, pp. 169-170) 

In 1982, Roger Cohen, in his second edition, estimated that about fifty examples of the 
variety were known. Three die states were plated. (Roger S. Cohen, Jr., American Half Cents: 
the “Little Half Sisters” (Second Edition). 1982, p.51) 

The following year, Walter Breen’s book described a total of nine die states and plated six 
of them (the plate coin for State V appears to actually be State III). Breen’s estimate of survivors 
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was more conservative than Cohen’s, with a rarity estimate of R5+, nearly R6. Breen wrote that 
the two Alvord coins, listed above, were probably the two specimens known to Gilbert. This is 
quite unlikely since: (1) Gilbert mentioned only a single reverse die state, and (2) the Gilbert plate 
coin matches neither of the Alvord coins. Alvord; 112 is listed by Breen under “Die States” as 
State III. In his Condition Census, it is listed as State I. Similar such errors are found under 1804 
B-5 in Breen. (Walter Breen, Walter Breen’s Encyclopedia of United States Half Cents, 
1793-1857. 1983, pp.236-238) 

The first major auction of 1804 C-7 die states appears to have been Superior Galleries’ 
early 1989 sale of the Jack Robinson collection. Four die states were offered, including one state 
(lot 1933) not plated in Breen. (Superior Galleries, “The Jack H. Robinson Collection of Large 
Cents and Half Cents,” January 29, 30, 1989, pp. 347-348) 

The next year, Superior Galleries’ sale of the Dr. Thomas Chalkley collection also offered 
four 1804 C7 specimens (although three of them apparently were not part of the Chalkley 
collection). Lot 59, a Breen State VIII coin, was misidentified as a rare State IX specimen. 
(Superior Galleries, “The Thomas S. Chalkley Collection of Half Cents and Large Cents and the 
Estate of Austin Ryer”, January 28-31, 1990, pp.3-4) 

In early 1992, the Roger Cohen collection was also sold by Superior Galleries. Six 
examples, representing four Breen die states, were presented. For the sale, the variety’s rarity 
was estimated, for perhaps the first time in print, as R4 (although most post-Cohen sales and 
references have used the R5 estimate). (Superior Galleries, “The Roger S. Cohen, Jr. Collection 
of Half Cents”, February 2, 1992, pp.41-42) 

The most complete public sale of 1804 C-7 die states was probably the 1994 Bowers & 
Merena auction of the Wally Gilligan collection. Seven examples of the variety were offered, 
including a plated example (lot 61) of the extremely rare Breen State IX. Lot 55, a Breen State II 
coin, was misidentified as a State I specimen. (Auctions by Bowers and Merena, Inc., “The 
Burke and Clemente Collections”, May 27-28, 1994, pp. 33-34) 


Methodology 

I have attempted to contact directly by mail each of the half cent collectors reporting a 
1804 C-7 specimen in the most recent 1/200 Survey & Directory, compiled by Ed Masuoka. 
With a few exceptions, this was largely successful. A number of EAC members that are 
non-participants in the Survey were contacted if they were known or suspected to own 1 804 C-7 
specimens. Del Bland provided me with a copy of his plated auction records for the variety. 
Lanny Reinhardt helped in many ways, including sending me high resolution photo enlargements 
of 1804 C-7’s taken by Frank Wilkinson. An ad was placed in Penny-Wise to reach possible 1804 
C-7 owners that may have not have contacted directly. Existing literature on the variety was 
studied. Finally, several high grade 1804 C-7 specimens representing a number of different die 
states were examined “in the copper”. 
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Follow-Up letters and telephone calls were made when I felt it was appropriate, in order to 
eliminate or reduce duplications and to further investigate reports of new intermediate die states. 
I’d like to make a small confession here. When I started this study, I didn’t anticipate that this 
variety, with a presumed extant population of under 100 specimens, would have any unknown 
intermediate die states. However, a number of these have been reported. These will be described 
under Reverse Die States of 1804 C-7 Half Cents. 


Breen’s Condition Census was found to have a number of omissions and actual errors 
with regard to die states. In the following section, I have updated this data in the Breen 
Condition Census. No attempt was made to revise the Condition Census regarding net grades or 
possible new CC specimens.

In addition to the 100 specimens in the Table, my records indicate that there are over a 
half dozen additional specimens where the die state is unknown to me. Undoubtedly, there are 
also a few specimens I am unaware of Although I have taken strides to avoid duplications, there 
probably are a few. Taking all of this into consideration, I estimate the extant population of 1804 
C-7 half cents is 110-120 specimens. Thus, this variety has an overall rarity of R4+. 

The most “common” Breen die states are States I, VI, and VIII. Of these. State VI is 
most available in better grades; State VIII is least available in better grades. Breen described in 
his Encyclopedia of half cents only two die states as “extremely rare”: State IV and State V. 
State V certainly qualifies: no collector reported a State V specimen to me! I have noted earlier 
that the Breen State V plate coin appears to actually be a State III coin. It is my opinion that 
Breen State V should be delisted . Although State IV was found to have a rarity of R6+, it is not 
one of the rarest die states of 1804 C-7. However, State IV is distinguished from the more 
“common” die states in that it, along with State VIII, is less available in better grades. The rarest 
confirmed die state is State IX. Both State III and State VII were found to be extremely rare. A 
graph of the grade distribution of 1804 C-7 half cents by Breen die state is on the following page.

The next section is on Reverse Die States . I found it necessary to add this section to 
accomodate a number of new intermediate die states that were either reported to me or noted by 
me. I adapted the system used by Gene Braig for the reverse die states of 1804 C-6 half cents. 
Accordingly, 1804 C-7 half cent reverse die states are described as follows: major states are 
identified with a whole number; intermediate states are identified with decimals. Commentary 
following die state descriptions is given in italics. Some minor errors noted in Breen s 
Encyclopedia are also corrected here. 


REVERSE DIE STATES OF 1804 C-7 HALF CENTS 

M 1.0 No cracks (Katman State 0; Breen State I) 

M 2.0 Light crack left and right through top of F in OF (Breen State II) 

CQR values refer to this die state. CQR suggests other states may command a premium (they 
do), implying that this is the most available state (it ’s not). 

M 2.4 The crack through top of F reaches the rim between AM.. (Katman State 1) 

M 3.0 Faint, nearly parallel crack joins the first crack between OF, then extends left 
through top of O to rim. Another faint crack through tops of AMER joins the first crack above 
A (Breen State III) 

M 4.0 Light new crack through tops of TE in STATES extends to rim above second S. 
The first crack becomes heavier. (Breen State IV) 

M 4.2 The State 4.0 crack advances very faintly through tops of STATE. The crack 
through ST may not be visible on low grade specimens. 

M 4.9 Unstable straight rim break (cud) forms over OF A, touching only F. (Breen 
State VI, early) 

M 5.0 Cud over OF A enlarges slightly over right top of A, where tiny triangular die 
chip falls out above left edge of crack through AMER. Another faint crack forms through tops 
of ED in UNITED. (Breen State VI) 

M 6.0 Cud over OF A touches top of O. (Katman State 3; Breen State VII) Katman 
erroneously described the cud over OF A occurring before the TES and AMER cracks, rather 
than after, for his State 2. The illustration for the TES crack was also incorrectly shown to 
extend to the right of S. 

M 7.0 Cud extends over OF AMERI, touching all letters except A and I. (Katman 
State 4; Breen State VIII) Most specimens are in the lower grades of preservation. 
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M 7.2 Cud gradually enlarges over I to nearly touch it. Crack over TES is heavier. 
(Breen State VIII, late) 

M 8.0 Cud forms over TES, from left top of T to the middle top of S. Cud over OF 
AMERI enlarges to touch I. (Katman State 5; Breen State IX) 

M 8.5 Cud over OF AMERI extends left of O, covering bottom half of an additional 
denticle. (Breen State IX, late) 


On the two pages that follow are illustrations of the reverse die states of 1804 C-7 as I 
have described them. I have chosen not to estimate die state rarities of these new intermediate 
states. As are all die states of this variety, they are very rare. 


Summary 

The grade distribution and a rarity estimate for each of the reverse Breen die states of the 
1804 C-7 variety were provided. Revised descriptions of the major die states, as well as 
descriptions of several new intermediate states, were given. A number of die state omissions and 
die state errors in the Breen Condition Census for the variety were corrected. Some minor errors 
in the existing literature were also addressed.

HALF CENT DIE ROTATIONS 

Ray Rouse 

When I first began collecting half cents in the fall of 1982 my reference was 
AMERICAN HALF CENTS, the “LITTLE HALF SISTERS” (Second Edition) by Roger S. 
Cohen, Jr. I studied this book carefully looking for characteristics of varieties, unusual die 
states, etc. One of the things I noticed was that Cohen listed 10 varieties of half cents with 
“rotated reverses” and various comments as follows; 

1803-4 “Early in this striking, clash marks developed on the reverse . . . . 

Apparently this was noticed at the Mint and the obverse or reverse die 
rotated 180°. Some specimens seen have the die rotated so that the 
reverse is upside down when turned as a coin should be.” 

1806 - 1 “The reverse is rotated on some specimens.” 

1 808 - 3 “Many of the specimens of this striking have the reverse rotated 1 80°. ” 

1 809 - 2 “This reverse is rotated on some specimens.” 

1809 - 3 “This reverse is also rotated on some specimens.” 

1 809 - 6 “The reverse is rotated on some specimens.” 

1810-1 “Specimens are occasionally seen with the reverse rotated 45° to the 

right.” 

1825 - 1 “On this striking the reverse sometimes is rotated 225° to the left.” 

1826 - 2 “On some specimens the reverse is rotated a full 180°.” 

1849 - 1 “Some specimens are known with the reverse rotated 90°. ” 

With the above information as a guide, I set out to locate an example of each of the 
aforementioned rotated reverses. It quickly became apparent that some of them were hard 
to find and there were other rotations available that were not listed. Obviously Cohen knew 
of additional half cent rotations, as evidenced by the material in the February, 1 992 sale of 
his collection which contained half cent rotations as follows:

Now here were four more varieties that were rotated, with some varieties being found 
with more than one rotation. But questions abound. Are half cent rotations accidents 
caused by shoddy work or die slippage? Are they done on purpose to improve the coins’ 
strike or to save wear on the die? Does anyone know whether the obverse die or the 
reverse die was the one out of alignment? Does anyone know whether the die moved 
clockwise or counterclockwise during the striking process? Is there a die state progression 
for coins that are found with more than one rotation? (If coin rotations were caused by 
slippage then I would have expected that someone would report a die state progression as 
further slippage occurred) How many varieties are found with rotations? Are only a few 
varieties rotated, or is it just that some varieties are more commonly rotated than others? 

Walter Breen in his monumental work on half cents added some additional 
information as follows:

“The reverse sometimes comes crosswise to the obverse, or at various 
angles.” 

“Found rotated at various angles to obverse.” 

“This sometimes comes with the reverse rotated at various angles.” 

“Sometimes this has the reverse crosswise to the obverse ...” 

“Heavy clash marks from dentils and LI above UNITED, the obverse 
die must have been loose in its stake, and rotated about 10° from 
normal when this accident occurred.” 

“Later, found with reverse die rotated 180°.” 

“Uncirculated examples not from the hoard are far less common, 
usually brown, and come from State I or II, often with the reverse die 
rotated at various angles; these are the only ones with really sharp 
striking on drapery and upper wreath.” 

“Sometimes found with the reverse “inverted” (rotated 180°), in early 
die state .... Reverse also comes rotated at various angles.” 

“Usually the dies were misaligned .... Reverse often found rotated.” 

“Rarely shows reverse rotated at various angles to obverse.” 

“Sometimes with reverse rotated at various angles to obverse.” 

“Reverse sometimes comes rotated at various angles to obverse.” 

“Reverse sometimes comes rotated at various angles to obverse, as 
on Kortjohn’s specimen with break through four stars.” 
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1825 C-1 "Reverse die comes rotated 180° and at various angles to obverse ...” 

1826 C-1 “Reverse comes rotated at various angles.” 

1826 C-2 “Occasionally comes with the reverse rotated 180°.” 

1 849 C-1 “Occasionally, this shows the reverse rotated at various angles to the 

obverse.” 

Combining these lists gives us twenty varieties that have rotations but questions still 
abound. If rotations were caused by shoddy work, why are there no 1 804 half cents found 
with rotations? Just look at their reverses - is that shoddy, or what?! Yet neither Cohen 
or Breen list any. Breen does hint as to how rotations happened: for 1800 he tells us that 
the OBVERSE die must have been loose and rotated. His evidence being clash marks 
found on later die states; for 1806 C-4 he tells us that die states I & II are rotated at various 
angles and these are the only ones with a sharp strike on drapery and upper wreath (i.e. 
BOTH sides of the coin). Thus it appears that 1800 was rotated accidentally, while the 
strong strike caused by the rotation of 1806 C-4 may have been abandoned deliberately in 
order to save wear on the die (?) (Or it may simply have been put back in to normal 180° 
rotation because it wasn’t “right”). 

With the limited literature available on half cent rotations, the collector of this 
phenomenon is left to glean what he can from dealer price lists, auction catalogs, and coins 
found on the bourse. With no compulsion to report rotations and no standard method of 
providing data (i.e. left, right, clockwise, counterclockwise, number of degrees, etc.) It is 
easy to be confused. So, to add my half sense to the mess . . . 

A word about methods of measuring rotations. I like the method as recommended 
by Red Henry in the September 1993 Pennv-Wise and used by him in this September 1994 
Penny-Wise article on S-276 Large cent rotations. I find that this around the clock 
measurement by degrees is simply easier to visualize. However it is technically wrong, 
because any coin can be put back in normal alignment by rotating it 180° unless the 
misalignment was caused by continual slippage in one direction, and to date I have found 
no evidence to support that conclusion. So like everyone else who collects rotations, I have 
my own method of doing it. I use the clock method. This method is also easy to visualize 
and since I expect most people are eye-balling it anyway, it is about as accurate as any for 
keeping data. 

The clock method works as follows; When the coin is flipped over so that the reverse 
would be in its normal upright position, noon is 0°, 3 o’clock is 90°, 6 o’clock is 180°, 9 
o’clock is 270°, etc. Even this is technically wrong because it is mostly U.S. Medals that 
have no die turn in normal alignment, while coins are normally struck with a 180° die turn 
(rotation). However due to long accepted usage, the “normal” expected 180° rotation of a 
coin is considered as 0° or unrotated. 

For purposes of collecting rotations small deviations either clockwise or 
counterclockwise from the norm are not considered to be rotations. This is because the 
U.S. Mint’s standard for die set up tolerance is 15° in either direction from the 180° die turn 
used for U.S. coins. Thus small deviations from normal die turn I call “misaligned,” while 
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coins 15° or more from the norm are considered rotated. Now I have no idea what standard 
was used by the Mint in 1793, even if there was one, but some guidance is needed; and the 
Mint’s current standard is as good as any. 

Because I use the clock method I have constructed a simple plastic “clock” to 
measure rotations;

In the two examples of clock rotational measurement devices shown above your 
vision is NOT wrong! One has the numbers backward and the other has the letters 
backward. This is to let you copy them on clear plastic in a copy machine. Use either of 
them to measure rotations by just placing the coin upright and holding the coin in place with 
your thumb; turn it over and read the rotation.

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LATE DATE CENT CENSUS 

Dan Argyro and Garry Apelian 


A census of late date cents is an important tool. By knowing what coins are in 
collectors’ hands, we can draw several conclusions. 

1 ) A condition census - What varieties can we find in high grade and which are 
difficult to find nice at all? 

2) A rarity rating - How many coins of each variety are out there? How many R4's 
are in reality R3's or R2's just because people never reported that scudzy AG 
coin? 

3) Who has the best or most complete collection? Two different listings, a 
collector with a nice group of MS60 coins could have a higher score than a 
complete or near complete collection of VG cents. Even though the lower 
grade collection has ten times the number of varieties. Who’s is better? 

J. R. Frankenfield started the original Common Cents in 1987. But in 1991 he 
moved on to other projects. In the five years since Common Cents was last published, 
things have changed. There are more varieties, more collectors, and others have 
changed to Late Date cents. 

Garry and myself have been asked by several EAC’ers to revive Common Cents . 
We understand that this won’t be an easy or quick task, but we’re up to it. 

Those that wish to participate need only to follow these simple steps. 

1) Make two copies of the year / variety chart, (thanks to Bob) 

2) On one chart fill in the best-grade you have for each variety. On the other fill 
in the total-number of each variety you own. 

3) We will not include anyone’s name if you don’t want. A code name can be 
given that only you, Garry and I will know. 

4) For this to work to its fullest, we need to include as many Late Date collections 
as possible. Please don’t send in your chart because you feel your coins are 
not important. A nice matched set in FI 2 is quite an accomplishment, and 
deserves to be recognized. 

5) If you could include a stamp to cover postage on the first census it would be 
greatly appreciated - not absolutely necessary, but appreciated. 

I’m planning on sending out the first copies by the first of the year, with updates 
every six months. Please join in!

A good photograph of this extremely rare variety can be found in the catalog of the 
Bowers & Merena Garrett sale, October 1980, Lot 1391. It is also pictured in Crosby’s 
book. The Early Coins of America . Plate VII, page 298. 

Since there are only two coins on this list, and the owners are known, there will be 
no list of missing examples for this coin. Maris 5C can only be called an R8 (2 - 3 pcs.).

EAC MEETING AT 
LONG BEACH COIN EXPO

Secretary Anderson announced that G. Lee Kuntz had volunteered to help with 
programs at our Long Beach meetings. Anyone with a topic, suggestion, or program he 
wishes to present should contact Secretary Anderson at PO Box 12160, San Luis Obispo, 
CA 93406. We will have a program at all future meetings. 

At this point G. Lee Kuntz introduced the speaker for the evening, Mr. Martin Miller, 
who gave a talk entitled “Boulton and His Mint.” 

Mr. Miller related that Matthew Boulton began in his father’s factory and although 
known to us for his token producing abilities, was primarily a businessman. He was a 
partner of Wedgwood (of ceramics fame) and a member of the Lunar Society with Jos. 
Priestly, Ben Franklin, Wedgwood, and E. Darwin, (grandfather of Charles). 

Perhaps his most memorable association was that with James Watt. Watt had 
invented the steam engine, but it was Boulton who saw the potential for a smaller power 
source located close to the machinery that it was running. Prior to this time, power was 
generally obtained from mill wheels and transferred by the use of belts. 

Boulton and his engineers helped Watt refine the engine into a smaller rotating type 
and then put it to use on a steam coin press. Where it had taken four men 10 hour days 
to produce a couple of hundred coins they now could produce a couple of thousand. 
Boulton concentrated on copper coins as he saw these as coins of the working class, 
needed by his employees for daily commerce. 

His innovations also included using a collar to produce lettered edges, and upset 
rims to facilitate stacking. His business acumen was evidenced by his ability to sell not only 
coin presses but steam engines to the new world. Mr. Miller answered many questions 
after his wonderful presentation.

The meeting was called to order by the new Regional Chairman, Garry Apelian. He 
introduced himself and gave a brief overview of EAC, what the club endeavors to do, its 
member participation, and the states that make up our region. Next, everyone introduced 
themselves and their areas of collecting interest. 

Our guest speaker for the afternoon was John Wright. John titled his topic Large 
Cent Literature 101. John mentioned the various reference materials that should be part 
of any large cent collector’s library. He brought examples of each item discussed. 

For the early dates, 1793 - 1814, the best book is the reprint by Quarterman of 
Penny Whimsy (1958), as it contains good quality plates, has each year die-chained, and 
the pictures are of actual size coins. Also, in the early series, the Bill Noyes book has an 
updated condition census and contains several new varieties discovered since the 1 958 
Sheldon. The book contains no new text information, however the pictures are of large size 
and excellent quality. 

In the Middle Date Series, the Howard Newcomb test was the only book available 
for nearly forty years. The text was hard to follow, plates were not useable for identification 
and line drawings were limited in detail. The most recent book of Middle Dates is the John 
Wright text. Each year has been die-chained on separate pages. There are large-sized 
plates for each variety with extensive descriptions about each coin. 

Next, the Late Dates, 1840 - 1857, are covered in the Bob Grellman book. This 
book has large, line-drawn pictures that are done in great detail and there is an excellent 
descriptive text on each variety presented. 


Finally, a group of materials was suggested that would add to information on Large 
Cent die varieties. The Red Book is the best buy in large cent major types. The second 
best value would be Walter Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins . Auction 
catalogues make useful reference works. The Robbie Brown I September 1986 Sale by 
Superior contained only Large Cents. Also from Superior, the January 1 989 Jack Robinson 
sale was mostly all Large Cents but went into die states in much greater depth and detail. 
The Robbie Brown II Sale in January of 1996 contained the most complete set of Large 
Cents ever formed or sold for the years 1793 - 1839. These catalogues are not meant as 
references to price, but rather picture references of what exists. The plates contained 
therein are superb. For a price reference guide, Robinson’s Copper Quotes (CQR) was 
suggested. 

Mabel Ann Wright reminded the group that, as the Club’s librarian, each of the books 
that John displayed at our meeting could be borrowed from the EAC Library. 
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The floor was opened for questions and several were answered. We ended on the 
note that the purpose of what we do is a hobby, a hobby done for fun, enjoyment, 
knowledge and people! See everyone here next year.

From the Internet

♦ What is the Internet? The Internet is an international network linking computers in homes, 
businesses, schools, government offices and other public institutions. It is used to send and 
receive messages (E-mail) but can also be used to send computer files containing data or 
pictures. 

♦ The May issue of Penny-Wise (page 200) included an offer from Mark Switzer to compile a 
list of Internet addresses for EAC members. By October 25, 1996, the list had grown to 3 1 
names. EAC members wishing to be listed should send their request to Mark Switzer at 

dc 1 8 1 @freenet . carleton. ca. 

♦ The listing has been unofficially designated as EAC Region 8. There has been discussion about 
attempting to get the group officially recognized as a region by EAC. There has also been 
discussion about establishing an EAC Web page. That would be a site where interested people 
could get information about EAC. It was reported that Greg and Lisa Heim have been 
authorized by president Rasmussen to establish an EAC Web page. They are not currently on 
the Region 8 listing. 

♦ Historical perspective: EAC was founded as an organization without a newsletter and 
described as a mail club. Members wrote letters and passed the letters they received on to 
others, often adding comments as they passed. The Internet operates much the same way. 
However, a message can be sent and answered the same day. 

♦ Mark Switzer has been sending a weekly update to the group and passing on the messages he 
receives. He has mentioned Web sites with numismatic topics. There has been discussion 
about using the group for a newsletter, for swaps and sales, for reports of new purchases and 
cherries. The uses for the listing are evolving. 

♦ Craig Sholley mentioned his upcoming talk about coining dies at the ANS COAC November 
9. He said that the 1823 restrike dies would be available for examination at the Baltimore 
show. (I had not seen an announcement of the COAC in P-W) 

♦ The EAC meeting at the Baltimore show November 16 was announced. Several people who 
plan on attending discussed help with the program, a loan of equipment, and carpooling 
possibilities. 

♦ There have been a couple of items offered for sale or trade including books, coin folders and 
large cents. Results have not been reported. 
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♦ The Internet can be used to send messages to the entire group or to individuals. I have had 
exchanges with individuals and expect that others have done the same. As private 
correspondence, those messages will not be reported. 

♦ A survey was taken to determine if the listing should be restricted to members of EAC or 
open to others with similar interests who are not members. By a vote of 1 5 to 7, it was 
decided to limit the listing to EAC members. EAC members have been cautioned not to 
forward the list to others. 

♦ Steve Carr received several responses to his request for information about the “Black 
Electrotypes” (produced by Samuel H. Black in New York City around the time of the Civil 
War) including referrals to previous catalogs and an article in Penny-Wise. Steve is currently 
attempting to determine if Samuel Black produced electrotypes of large cents. 

♦ I received news on the Internet October 1, that Jack Collins had died in South Gate, 

California. This did not come from the EAC group but rather was passed from Scott Rubin to 
Ken Lowe to John Burns to Wayne Homren to Bob Metzger to me. A later message from 
George Kolbe confirmed that Jack died of heart failure on Friday night, September 27, 1996. I 
checked the Los Angeles papers for a week after his death but could not find an obituary or 
even a funeral notice. Membership records from the ANA indicate that he was 57 years old. 

Jack Collins was EAC member 1 15 . He consigned collections of large cents to two sales 
conducted by Bowers and Ruddy in 1977 (“Fairfield”) and in 1983. His collection of 
Washingtonia has been offered in recent sales by Stacks. As a coin dealer, he conducted sales 
as Hillcrest Enterprises during 1968-70. As a numismatic literature dealer, he conducted sales 
in 1983 and 1987. 

Collins photographed and catalogued several important collections of large cents. He was the 
primary cataloguer for the landmark sale of the Robinson S. Brown collection, sold by 
Superior September 30 - October 1, 1986. He catalogued sales of large cents conducted by A- 
Mark and Pine Tree. He was the photographer and project manager for production of Walter 
Breen 's Encyclopedia of United States Half Cents published in 1984. Collins was a 
perfectionist who wanted the best final product. As the result, projects frequently were 
delayed beyond original target dates for completion. 

In 1979 Collins was founder with George Kolbe of the Numismatic Bibliomania Society. The 
two co-founders shared the job of editor of The Asylum for its first issues. (Five issued of the 
quarterly newsletter were published in the first four years. 

I understand that Jack Collins was bom with a different name. I wrote to him for information 
to include in my “Names With Notes” project and American Numismatic Biographies. He did 
not respond. He apparently revealed personal information to only his closest friends.

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A CHANCE ENCOUNTER WITH A NUMISMATIC RARITY 

Sheldon Freed 

Every year the school that my two sons attend has an afternoon “how to do” 
workshop presenting vocations and advocations of volunteer parents. I have always done 
a presentation on my hobby of coin collecting. Each year I do a different topic and have 
gotten a lot of support. There are fifteen to twenty boys now collecting coins at this small 
private school. 

One afternoon about three years ago, a parent who has sons in the same grades as 
mine came up to me at an afternoon sporting event and inquired if I was the individual who 
taught the coin workshop. When I responded affirmatively he proceeded to tell me that his 
grandfather collected coins when he was alive and he wondered what happened to his 
collection. I did not hear anything else from this parent until this year at our son’s lower 
school graduation, when he asked me to look through four suitcases he had in his car, 
which were full of his grandfather’s coins. 

Well, it was quite a holding -- complete sets of mostly mint state Morgan dollars, 
Lincoln and Indian cents; a large number of rare collector coins, gold and silver bullion, and 
foreign; and last but not least, three Wayte Raymond boards of half cents, contained in 
those mildewed suitcases which had been harbored in an aunt’s basement for many years. 

The best part of the collection for me was the last part, the half cent boards, which 
held a date set of half cents 1 793 - 1 857, average circulated to mint state. After the 1 857, 
there were duplicates and culls. Between a damaged 1829 and a good 1854 was an 1831 
original, which I have obtained after negotiating a fair price for both this rarity and the whole 
collection. 



I took the 1831 half cent to a show in Suburban Washington D.C., and had Jim 
McGuigan and Steve Fischer examine the coin; they agreed that it was a “new one,” never 
before seen by the half cent fraternity. 

There are several lessons to be passed on with regards to this discovery. 1 .) Since 
I do not collect half cents, I most likely would not have noticed the 1 831 coin except for the 
fact that my awareness was heightened by several articles in the Penny-Wise by Ron 
Manley and Rick Coleman. It is important for us to share knowledge through the journal 
among people with a passion of like interest. I would like to express my gratitude. 2.) 
When you do good things, good things happen to you. I made my presentations to my 
sons’ school mates anonymously only to promote a hobby that has given me years of 
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mental stimulation and pleasure. The result was new blood in coin collecting and this 
opportunity to handle this old collection. 3.) Don’t give up the search for new information 
and new acquisitions for your collection. You will never know what you may have found. 

I have submitted photographs of both the obverse and reverse of my 1831 original 
half cent for documentation and establishment of its pedigree in Pennv-Wise . All of the 
following marks are noted here to identify the coin. Obverse diagnostics; 1) small rim 
bruises K-12 K and K-4; 2) dark spot at neck and bust juncture; 3) pin scratch left of date, 
chin to ear, in field in front of the bust; 4) contact mark with a reeded edge coin right of 
date; 5) three small dark spots above second numeral I in date. Reverse diagnostics; 1 ) 
pin scratch “X” between “S” and “O”; 2) three small verdigris spots a) below second “T” in 
states; b) above “C” in cents; and c) below line. 


THANK YOU, BYRON 

Rick Coleman 


On T uesday night, October 8"’, I got a chance to do something that I have been 
waiting 35 years to do. Thirty five years ago, I got my first Red book and discovered coins 
that I had never heard of before. After some time, 1 was drawn to proof half cents. 

I suppose that their rarity was appealing. I never actually saw one until about 1 966. 
A jeweler in Plainfield, New Jersey sold coins from his shop on Front Street and in 
retrospect, provided a wonderful introduction for me into the coin collecting world. He had 
a proof half cent in his shop one day, and when I saw it, I was hooked. He was asking the 
outrageous price of $500! I had about $12 to my name as I recall and bought some 
Franklin Halves instead. 

I don’t remember when I became aware that there were both first and second 
restrike proof half cents. I do remember that ever since I first saw a photo of the 1831 
Second Restrike, I have wanted to own one. My 1 964 Red book listed the price at $370. 
I have seen three of the six known examples and photos of two others. At ANA this year 
I saw the Byron Reed example, and the lady on the front of the coin winked at me. 

I had to wait until Monday afternoon, October 7“’ to see her again. I made my 
connecting flight from Houston to LaGuardia by zero seconds; the plane door bumped my 
butt on the way in, I sat down, and we taxied out. Things went rather smoothly from that 
point and by 2;30 p.m. EST, I was at Christie’s ready to take a second look. 

Lot 1 , the 1793 C-4 was a great coin and I took several more looks. But the girl I 
came to dance with was on the front of Lot 3. There was no mistake, she was mine or 
someone else was going to go home broke. 

Fortunately, New York City offers enough diversions that I was easily able to get to 
sleep Tuesday morning, some time. After several rousing cups of coffee and breakfast 
around 9;00 a.m. with Chris McCawley, I was ready for some sightseeing and a final peek 
at the lady on Lot 3. I had also noticed Lot 7, an 1843 First Restrike, which by all accounts 
was a gem. However, now was no time to be unfaithful. 
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By 5:30 p.m., Chris absolved himself of further responsibility for me. I could not sit 
down. I managed to fight through the driving wind and rain back upstairs to the main 
auction room at Christie’s. The lights seemed extremely bright. It was somewhat surreal. 
The elevated podium, the bank of telephones on both sides, the little white paddles. 

Lot 1, the 1793 C-4 went to a phone bidder at $32,000 plus the juice. I think I 
stopped breathing. Lot 2, the 1796 C-2 went to the floor [I think] at $20,000 plus. I know 
that I was not breathing at that point. Thirty five years had drawn to an end. It was “root 
hog, or die.” I got into the bidding at around $20K. That $500 dollar proof that I had passed 
on thirty years earlier suddenly seemed cheap. I could feel Tony Terranova’s paddle on the 
back of my neck. It is not a good feeling. My arm was getting heavy. Finally, Tony hit his 
limit. She was mine! 

After that, the 1843 was a piece of cake. I stayed for the remainder of the half cents 
and watched while someone paid $176,000 for a half dollar. Those Franklin Halves 
seemed really cheap at that point. 

Chris was then kind enough to escort me to McSorley’s Ole Ale House. I was able 
to regain some measure of composure and began breathing normally again. A detailed 
account of the night’s subsequent activities are not available at press time. However, 
McSorley’s provides the same comfort and inspiration that it has since before Byron Reed 
obtained his 1831 Second Restrike. It was there that I decided to write this short note just 
to say. Thank You, Byron!

YOUR LARGE CENT’S GROUND ZERO 

Clay W. Everhart 



Did you know that your large cents have a Ground Zero? No, I’m not talking about 
anything military here. But after several years of collecting, I began to notice that often 
when dealers and collectors grade a large cent, one area seems to stand out in importance 
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far and above any other. This is especially true of coins that date from 1793 to 1814. (It 
may be true of later dates, but that is beyond my present area of knowledge.) 

This important area of each coin is the mid to lower portion of the hair (see picture) - 
from the curls above and to the left of the date -- on up to about the level of the ear. I’ve 
found that the rest of a coin can be VF-20, but if this area is weak, forget it. You’re looking 
at a VG-1 0. This is often true, even if that area of the hair is weak due to a problem that 
occurred during the making of the coin (/.e., die swelling, etc.). 

A good example is the S-1 1 5. Many of these coins in the later die states are very 
weak in the Ground Zero area. Someone may have an FI 5 in their collection, but it was 
probably graded VG-7! 

But the news isn’t necessarily bad. It can work to a collector’s or dealer’s advantage, 
too. The rest of the coin may be VG-7. But if the Ground Zero area is VF-20, it may be 
graded up as high as F-12. Needless to say, none of this applies if the coin has real 
problems, say a gouge or a hole or something. Readers may not agree, but this is just 
something that I have noticed over the years, and it has contributed to the enjoyment I have 
found when obtaining new coins. Keep it in mind that next time you’re shelling out a week’s 
pay on a penny!

THE 1804 COHEN - 3 HALF CENT 

Dr. Wallace Lee 

This is now a delisted variety, the early die state of Variety 5. Variety 3 and Variety 
5 were both produced from the same set of dies: Cohen obverse 1 and reverse B, 
equivalent to Breen obverse 1 and reverse B. 

The 1804 C-3 die marriage produced perfect coins to begin with, except for a faint 
crack over LIBERT called die state I coins with no flaws. Shortly, there was a “buckling” 
of the dies to produce a semi-circular bulge in the right field near the border, in front of 
Liberty’s face. Now enters the 1804 C-5 variety from the same die marriage, after a piece 
of foreign material (such as a metal shaving, not a bolt as suggested by Paul Munson and 
Breen on page 235 of the Breen book) got on the die. This caused damage to the obverse 
die, which produced the “spiked chin,” as well as a protrusion between the lips. For many 
years, it was thought that 1804 C-5 was a new die marriage and thus a new variety: but it 
was later found to be the same die marriage as the 1804 C-3, which is now the delisted 
variety. 

There is a discussion now to reinstate the delisted 1 804 C-3 as a variety and delist 
the 1804 C-5, making it a die state of the C-3. Seeing as how one of these numbers has 
to be delisted, I see no advantage in dropping the 1804 C-5 and picking up the 1804 C-3 
in its place. The present pattern has been with us for the past 80 years, and I’m sure 
change would cause more confusion than benefits. Besides, the C-3 - the early, perfect 
die state of C-5 - is known by only three or four examples, and therefore accounts for a tiny 
minority of the total die states of 1804 C-5. If this change were to take place, it would 
benefit those who own the early die state, without the bulge on the obverse, as most 
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collectors want all the varieties , but only a few aspire to gather all the die states . 


My collecting of these “little Half Sisters” has been an enjoyable experience for the 
past 20-plus years. I enjoy the present numbering system and I am in favor of positive 
progress, but changing the numbering system now would be more on the negative side 
. . . Besides, I have no 1804 C-3! Darn it, missed the boat!

At the recent Seattle Expo Coin Convention, I noted an interesting contrast in the 
various dealers in attendance. To keep this brief, there were dealers who showed a 
genuine interest in the clients they were serving and those who showed little if any interest 
unless you expressed a sincere interest in their most expensive coins. Without exception, 
the dealers willing to spend time giving advice and recommendations were the handful of 
EAC dealers in attendance.

What stood out in this discussion was the fact that he recommended not purchasing 
a coin I needed for my middle date collection of large cents. I believe the coin I showed 
interest in was a fairly common variety of 1819 in Fine condition. When I mentioned the 
other middle dates in my set were Very Fine to Extra Fine, Doug practically refused to sell 
me the coin. His rationale was that I probably would not be happy with the coin when 1 
brought it home, and I would lose about 20% after upgrading to a higher grade. Even 
though there was not much profit for Doug in this sale, I came away with the feeling that 
were I collecting mint state copper and wanted an Extra Fine common date to just “fill a 
hole,” his advice would have been the same. Bob Everett comes to mind as another dealer 
who has given similar advice in the past. As it turned out, I left the show without any copper 
but with the gentle reminder to be patient and always buy the best coin you can afford 
consistent with the set you are forming. So, thank you Doug, Bob, and all the other copper 
dealers willing to give their time and advice.
